from aosieone In Cblecgo and that a^ and Joyca Parrall vara inplicatad 
in saverel shady transaetlone in Chicago in connection with this gang* 

Tiolet Fowera is described ae being £3 yeara of age, height 5 feet, 
weight 130 pounde, eyes gi^y, hair dark and bobbed, eoicplexion light *ith 
freckles, auirrled and is reported to here a baby born in Kebraake.

He livea in Grand iiapide ,lLioh* He is married to 
a woman whose first hnshand la eaid to haye teen slain hy 
a 1 ’'purple "gans ter. His fear of the law, also, his wife's, 
seems to take him out of the detective olass^ He and his 
wife makes long trips and always travels hy night ,freq.uent 
ly on sundaySfto Indianapolis, Detroit, Cleveland and aew fo; 
When he returns he has plenty money. His wife sports, on 
oooas ions, several diamonds, on one return he threw a party 
that cost money* Another, he paid a tax hill of a oouple 
hundred dollars or so, on a relatives property . ^.Beoently 
he took much notloe, according to wltnes8,of report of the 
Lindharg hahy kidnap trial on in sew jersey , whereon some* 
thing was stated, or intimated, that a former lurple gangste 
and bootlegger was being sought by authorities. Three time 
he virtually commanded his wife to "read that", pointing 
out the piece* They asked for this newspaper. That even- 
ing they made another "mystery" trip. The time he returne 
and threw a little party was a few days after the Brooklyn 
Bank robbery of some $466,OOO.CX}. This took place while 
he was on one of his trips from Grand nap ids . Of course, 
there is but little, and very little.ohanoe that he was 
mixed up in it , nevertheless the oolnoident of his absence 
with the commies Ion of ths crime, and the mystery which 
seema to surround him and his movements had to be noted. 

I recall that he was said to have been in new Ynnk City 
at the time of ths bank robbery. Bs is eaid to have sevei 
friends on the Grsnd Baplds police force, kor this reason 
1 have not dlsoloeed any of ths hsrein to ths foroe. in 
fact, I have eaid nothing to anyone oonneotsd in any way 
to the force, or to anyone else. It has been my secret and 
oonfidenoe in parties who x know to bs relisbls. i oon» 
vinoed the latter the matter ehould be brought to your at- 
tentiou and the party was willing provided he was not dis- 
closed to anyone but yours elves, having a natural fear of

Mr. Aiagee said that these men had 
absolutely nothing definite, and it appeai-ed that they just more or less 
v^'anted confirmation or denial on the pert of Mr. Magee as to the presence 
of th.:..- ,;ang in Louisiana so that it might be used for political purposes. 

Mr. Magee said he told these gentlemen that in the absence of 
a specific violation of a Federal lav/ Tvithin the investigative jurisdiction 
of this Bureau, no invss bigation could be conducted. A letter of co. plete 
actail and pjrticulars is being forwarded to the Bur-.-;au by Mr. Magee 
relative to this matter.

TTertheiner has been very succesful 
in the inanag&ent of the club and resotts to the payoff as a ceans of staying 
in business. Frequently his Club is raided, however he is usually tipped 
off in adva:;ce by toe iLiasd Beach Police ^epurtnent, in the past the Sheriffs 
Office of Lade County'’ when raiding the Club, is reputed to call toe 
laanl Beach Police, too then tip off the Club. 

In the Winter of 19S5-35 this Club was raided an one occassioc at which 
time there apparantly was not a tip off, by toe Klami Beach Police under 
toe leadership of V>. C. Wichaan, nor Ass*t Chief of Police. Wertheimer met 
him at the d or and told him that he could not go up stairs, to which 
Wichisen replied that he was going upstairs in Spite of Wertheimer, rhereupon 
he was advised to call his Chief, H. V. locum. Upon cal/lng Chief Yocum, 
apparantly his action was approved rhi-reupon he so advised Wertheimer . that 
he was going upstairs, at this point Wertheimer took the phone and said 
to Yocum, "Listen I am telling you what you can do and you axe going to take 
orders from me", he then told Wichman to talk to Yocum, too called off the 
raid.

10, 1939, in which this office me inetruoted to suhnlt 
current Informetlon relative to general organiaed crime con- 
ditions in Detroit* In reference letter several suggestions 
are made oonoemlag the matters that should be covered In 
submitting this information. Although the outline in the 
reference letter Is not be^ng followed exactly, all the infor-

The Police Department of the City of. Detroit is ostensibly very 
cooperative with the Bureau and is a fairly efficient police 
Department, Due to the fact that Detroit Is hl^ly Indus- 
trlailaed and is generally regarded as a liberal city, the 
police Department apparently has adopted, either as a broad 
gsnsral policy or as s matter of Intemai Intrigw, a v€iry - 
tolerant attitude toward vlos and gambling generally, except 
where It breaks out into crimes of violence. Prostitution, 
handbooks, the numbers racket, and email money gembling, such 
as single small roulette wheels, blackjack games, dice games*

GAHtiS IN DETROIT 


At present there are no known gangs or mobs of hoodlums operating as 
such In Detroit. Detroit, four or five years ago, was the headquarters 
for the notorious Purple Gang that operated for a while and controlled 
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During Its operation the Purple Gang controlled such things as the 
malt industry, liquor labels, breweries, whiskey smuggling, dope, etc. 
However, this gang was dissolved through the aotlvltles of the Detroit 
Police Department and Its remnants, if not in the penitentiary, have 
become engaged In such activities as handbooks, big money gejohllng, the 
numbers racket, and Ilka operations. 


The original head of the Purple Gang, ABE BERNSTEIN, presently resides 
at the Book Cadillac Hotel, Detroit, Michigan, and receives a very sub- 
stantial income from the race track wire service in Detroit. Information 
Indicates that several years ago, when he had his Purple Gang together, 
he muscled in on the wire service as it was conducted then and has 
maintained his interests sufficiently to force the ANHENBERG interests 
to pay him a rake off. ABE* a two brothers, JOE end IZZIE BERNSTEIN, 
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are aUe«a to be affiliated with him in wire eerrioe aetirittef,. 
A fourth brother, EATMOHD, ie said to 1>e in the Ulohigen State ^ 
Prison, Marquette, Michigan, where he was sent as a res^t of his 
participation in the killing of three OAPOKE gangsters in the.
